prevent the crime of identity theft, mitigate the harm
to individuals throughout the Nation who have been vie-
timized by identity theft, and for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Identity Theft Victims
Assistance Act of 20037,

SEC. 2. FINDINGS.

Congress finds the following:

(1) The ecrime of identity theft is the fastest

erowing crime in the United States. According to a
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recent estimate, 7,000,000 Americans were victims
of identity theft in the past year, a 79 percent in-
crease over previous estimates.

(2) Stolen identities are often used to per-
petrate crimes in many cities and States, making it
more difficult for consumers to restore their respec-
tive identities.

(3) Identity theft cost consumers more than
$745,000,000 in 1998 and has increased dramati-
cally in the last few years. The credit card industry
alone lost an estimated $144.3 million in 2000.

(4) Identity theft is ruinous to the good name
and credit of consumers whose identities are mis-
appropriated, and consumers may be denied other-
wise deserved credit and may have to spend enor-
mous time, effort, and money to restore their respec-
tive identities.

(5) Vietims are often required to contact nu-
merous KFederal, State, and local law enforcement
agencies and creditors over many years as each
event of fraud arises.

(6) As of the date of enactment of this Act, a
national mechanism does not exist to assist identity

theft vietims to obtain evidence of identity theft, re-
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their credit, and regain control of their respee-

tive 1dentities.

(7) Vietims of identity theft need a nationally

standardized means of—

(A) establishing their true identities and
claims of identity theft to all business entities,
credit reporting agencies, and Federal and
State law enforcement agencies;

(B) obtaining information documenting
fraudulent transactions from business entities;

(C) reporting identity theft to consumer
credit reporting agencies.

(8) Omne of the greatest law enforcement chal-

lenges posed by identity theft is that stolen identities

are often used to perpetrate crimes in many dif-

ferent localities in different States, and although

identity theft is a Federal crime, most often, State

and

local law enforcement agencies are responsible

for investigating and prosecuting the crimes.

(9) Law enforcement, business entities, credit

reporting agencies, and government agencies have a

shared responsibility to assist vietims of identity

theft

to mitigate the harm caused by any fraud per-

petrated in the name of the victims.
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SEC. 3. TREATMENT OF IDENTITY THEFT MITIGATION.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 47 of title 18, United

States Code, is amended by adding after section 1028 the
following:

“(B) mnonpublic personal information, as
that term is defined in section 509 of the
Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act (15 U.S.C. 6809); and

“(C) codes, passwords, social security
numbers, tax identification numbers, State

identifier numbers issued by a State depart-
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ment of licensing, and other information used

for the purpose of account access or transaction

nitiation;

“(4) the term ‘financial information repository’
means a person engaged in the business of providing
services to consumers who have a credit, deposit,
trust, stock, or other financial services account or
relationship with that person;

“(5) the term ‘identity theft’” means a violation
of section 1028 or any other similar provision of ap-
plicable Federal or State law;

“(6) the term ‘means of identification’ has the
same meaning given the term in section 1028;

“(7) the term ‘vietim’ means a consumer whose
means of identification or financial information has
been used or transferred (or has been alleged to
have been used or transferred) without the authority
of that consumer with the intent to commit, or with
the intent to aid or abet, an identity theft; and

“(8) the terms not defined in this section or
otherwise defined in section 3(s) of the Federal De-
posit Insurance Act (12 U.S.C. 1813(s)) shall have
the meaning given to them in section 1(b) of the
International Banking Act of 1978 (12 U.S.C.
3101).

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“(b) INFORMATION AVAILABLE TO VICTIMS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—A business entity that pos-
sesses Information relating to an alleged identity
theft, or that has entered into a transaction, pro-
vided credit, provided, for consideration, products,
coods, or services, accepted payment, otherwise en-
tered into a commercial transaction for consideration
with a person that has made unauthorized use of the
means of identification of the victim, or possesses in-
formation relating to such transaction, shall, not
later than 20 days after the receipt of a written re-
quest by the victim, meeting the requirements of
subsection (¢), provide, without charge, a copy of all
application and business transaction information re-
lated to the transaction being alleged as an identity
theft to—

“(D) the Committee on Financial Services

of the House of Representatives.”;
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(2) in subparagraph (E), by striking “and” at
the end; and
(3) by striking subparagraph (F') and inserting
the following:

“(F) a comprehensive description of Ked-
eral assistance provided to State and local law
enforcement agencies to address identity theft;

“(G) a comprehensive description of co-
ordination activities between Federal, State,
and local law enforcement agencies that address
identity theft; and

“(H) recommendations in the discretion of
the President, if any, for legislative or adminis-
trative changes that would—

“(1) facilitate more effective investiga-
tion and prosecution of cases involving—
“(I) identity theft; and
“(II) the creation and distribu-
tion of false identification documents;
“(11) improve the effectiveness of Fed-
eral assistance to State and local law en-
forcement agencies and coordination be-
tween Kederal, State, and local law en-

forcement agencies; and
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“(ii1) simplify efforts by a person nec-
essary to rectify the harm that results
from the theft of the identity of such per-

son.”.
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
